THE FORMAL PROCEDURE 


From Revver's ConRRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, Thursday. 


The Vienna conference.between the Axis 
Powers and Hungary and Rumania over the 
Transylvania dispute opened this mroning, 
when Herr von Ribbentrop and Count Ciano, 
the German and Ltalian Foreign Ministers, 
conferred with Count ‘Teleki and Count 
Csaky, the Hungarian Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister, states the official German 
News Agency. 

In the afternoon conversations were started 
with M. Manoilescu, the Rumanian Foreign 
Minister. 

Lhe Axis Foreign Ministers had a talk 
with the Rumanian delegation lasting an 
hour and a half. he conversation 1s de- 
scribed as ' informatory.’’ 


“ ARBITRATORS ” 
“ ADVISERS ” ?

The preliminary meeting between Count 
Ciano and Herr von Ribbentrop. yesterday 
suggests that the Axis Powers have agreea 
upon the ‘‘advice”’ that Hungary and 
Kiumania will be expected to follow. in 
general, it may be assumed that Germany 
has been more favourable to the claims of 
Rumania; Italy, to those of Hungary. 


RUMANIA’S PROSPECTS 


The fact that Herr Hitler personally has 
taken a hand in the preliminary talks at 
Salzburg with Count Ciano makes it pretty 
certain that the balance has been tilted in 
humania s favour. The Hungarians prob- 
| ood deal of their 
clans, while Rumania will be let off more 
lightly than would have been the «ase if 
Germany had not sponsored her cause. 

When Germany and Italy adjudicated on 
the claims of Hungary and Slovakia in 
Vienna in 1938 Herr von Ribbentrop, ‘who 


had promised to support the Slovak 
case, had to defer to Italian pressure 
it favour of the Hungarian demands. 
Tn. tact, there was quite a ‘‘ breeze” between 


the Foreign Ministers, but, at the moment, 
Grermany was out to cultivate Italy, and the 
issue was not really material from the Reich’s 
standpoint. 

lo-day. however, the situation is very much 
altered, and it is Italy who is not. in a posi- 
tion to take a strong lime if it threatens to 
cross German interests. 

Germany obviously is very much concerned 
about her supplies of petrol and raw materials 
from Rumania Any conflict that would hold 
up Geliveries would, therefore, be very un- 
desirable, and will be avoided at all costs. 
There is little doubt that neither Mungary 
nor Rumania would prove refractory. . 


SACRIFICES NECESSARY, 
SAYS ROME

Foilowmg the Governmeut’s declaration 
that Rumania would yield no further ground 
to the Russians, feartul residents in Southern 
Bukovina and Moldavia were reported to-day 
to be moving hurriedly southwards into the 
old Rumanian Kingdom. The greatest move- 
ment was in the area between the River Prut 
and firetul, where the troop. concentrations 
are heaviest. 

King Carol has ordered the withdrawal of 
certain Army units, supply dépots and State 
institutions -from the Russian frontier 
towards the interior, according to an o‘ficial 
announcement in Bucharest. The announce-

REPORTED SOVIET 
ASSURANCES 


RUMANIAN AMBASSADOR 
SEES MOLOTOFF 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


BUCHAREST, Thursday. 

M. Gafencu, Rumanian Minister in 
Moscow, it is nir reported here, has 
been received by M. . Molotof, Soviet 
Premier and Foreign Commissar, and been 
Fa certain assurances concerning Soviet- 

umanian relations. 

Meanwhile, further incidents are reported 
to have occurred on the Rumanian-Soviet 
frontier. A Rumanian ‘plane is alleged to 
have been brought down by three Soviet 
machines off Barlad, twenty miles on the 
Rumanian side of the border. The general 
feeling, however. 1s that there will be no 
further trouble on this frontier for the time 
being. 

It is confirmed thai all Rumanian officers 
and troops on leave have been recalled, and 
reservists nave been called up. 

A report that the Rumanian town of Jassy 
had been occupied by Soviet troops is cate- 
gorically denied here. 

Reports that Kumanian troops had been 
withdrawn from the Soviet border are officially 
denied. A communiqué stated that while 
certain auxiliary units, including some civil 
institutions, have n withdrawn following 
recent incidents, the Army and State 
authorities are remaining where they are.

BERLIN ON AGREEMENT 
WITH SOVIET 


It is learned that the negotiations between 
the German and the Soviet Governments for 
the resettlement of German nationals from 
Bessarabia and Northern Bukovina have so 
far progressed that an agreement between 
the two countries will shortly be signed, 
states the German Official News Agency. The 
agreement will be of a similar nature to that 
of last November, when Germans were trans- 
ferred from districts in Poland. 

The transfer, which must be completed by 
November 15, will start at the beginning of 
September. 
to Bessarabia and Bukovina to assist in the 
transfer, Property left behind, which does 
not come under the Soviet conditions for ap- 
prepriation, will be entered on a list. The 
value of the property will be assessed by 
German and Soviet officials, and the account

12,000,000 MEN 


Beginning with 75,000. men on October 15, 
the army is preparing to call up 3,400,000 
men in five years, which, with Regulars and 
National Guardsmen as reserve forces, will 
give the nation an army of approximately 
4,000,000 men by the middle of 1945. 

About 12,000,000 men will be affected by 
this bill, all of whom are liable to a year’s 
training anywhere in the Western Hemisphere. 

The War Department has been ready for a 
long time with specific plans for making the 
measure effective. : 


_A YEAR'S TRAINING 


A measure authorising him to call out 
396,000 members of the National Guard and 
army reserves for a year’s active duty was 
signed by - President evelt. He can call 
on these men at any time to aid in training 
the conscript army when the bill before the 
House is passed. 

The Military Affairs Committee of the 
House ot Representatives to-day approved 4 
conscription measure similar te that passed 
by the Senate, but extending the upper age 
limit from 31 to 44.

SCATTERS OIL AND IGNITES 
IT 


German incendiary bombs dropped in the 
London area have been found to be a new 
kind. They consist of two parts—one a 
lightly-constructed container filled with crude 
oil, which bursts easily on impact, scattering 
the contents. The other portion is an 
igniting method. 

Experience will prove whether this new type 
is more effective, but it undoubtedly provides 
fire fighters with a fresh problem. The 
stirrap pump is useless against blazing oil, 
and more sand will have to be used, as, of 
course, water will not douse oil flames. 
The probable reason for the use of these 
new bombs is an acute shortage of magnesium 
and thermite, which compels the Germans to 
economise in the use of the old type.

DAMAGE TO LEUNA WORKS 
ADMITTED 


Associated Press TELEGRAM. 


German spokesmen to-day (Thursday) 
stated that in the several British air raids 
on Berlin last night the heaviest damage was 
done in the workers’ quarter in the vicinity 


of Kottbusser street, says the Associated 
Press correspondent in Berlin. Explosive 
bombs ripped roofs open and incendiary 


bombs fell through the openings, causing 
three simultaneous fires. 

Kottbusser street consists of congested five- 
storey houses, now used as tenements. All 
the persons killed in this street were either 
on the pavement, in doorways or en route 
to shelters. Two bombs, hitting the pave- 
ment, scattered fragments in all directions, 
mowing down pedestrians, smashing the 
fronts of buildings and also hundreds of 
windows, even in the top storcys a street 
away. At one point traffic was halted 
because a dud bomb lay half-buried in the 
asphalt, and the police feared that it might 
be a time bomb. 

The dead were taken to a neighbouring 
cinema, and new quarters were found for 
everyone in the damaged buildings before 
daylight. 


THE FIRST BOMBS 


The first bombs fell within ten minutes 
of the alarm, and civilians had not time to 
reach the shelters. One A.R.P. warden, who 
was directing residents to shelter, had both 
legs severed. Another man, who had left his 
bed for shelter, returned and found a large 
jagged hole in the bed. 

The vements were covered with glass. 
Police, soldiers and firemen sought delayed- 
action bombs after first aid had been given. 

Officials said that no soldiers were killed or 
wounded, although the casualty list was in- 
complete. 

Incendiary bombs apparently out-numbered 
explosive bombs, since fires were reported in 
several parts of the city. There was no major 
blaze except in Kottbusser street. 

Berliners were kept in their raid shelters 
for nearly three hours. Only heavy artillery 
was used, as the ‘planes were too high for 
small guns. 

An official German announcement said that 
ten persons were killed and about thirty 
injured in the British raids, all being civilians 
living in South-Eastern Berlin. 


ATTACK ON PLANT

Royal Air Force attacks on German in-

An announcement which appeared | 
in Lloyd’s List on Tuesday had reference to 
cargocs for Dublin. It was in the following 
terms :— 

““On and after to-morrow cargoes. for 
Dublin will in certain circumstances be 
accepted for insurance by the War Risks 
Insurance Office on a facultative basis. 
All applications for insurance of such 
cargoes must specify the name of the 
vessel by which the cargo will be 
shipped.”’ 

This was interpreted in Dublin to u.ean 
that the rate for Dublin will be continued 
subject to the existing conditions remaining 
unchanged. The Dublin rate, as announced 
last week, is £20 per cent., with a rebate of 
£10.
